The Doctor 
Says:

The body maintains a constant 


state of mild alkalinity. Concern 
over the possibility of the body's 
turning acid is groundless as this 
never happens until after death. 
The term "acidosis." as applied 
by physicians, refers to the fact 
Hint the body is less alkaline than 
usual nnd not thai it has turned 
acid. 


Many people are 
confused 
by 


what arc referred to as acid or 
alkaline foods 
nnd their relation 


to slomach acids. Stomach juice 
always contains hydrochloric acid 
to aid in the digestion of protein. 
If this acid is absent, it may be 
necessary to give some to mnke 
up for the deficiency. 


Fruit juices normally are acid, 


but 
they are changed over to 


alkaline when they reach the tis- 
sues. Other acid foods may have 
a similar fate. 
DIGESTION FORMS ASHES 


Alter digestion 
foods 
produce 


an 
ash which is either acid or 


alkaline. Contributions to the acid 
side of the body come from meat, 
eggs, and fish, while fruits and veg- 
etables arc alkaline producers. A 
well-balanced diet supplies foods 
which produce both acid and alka- 
line ashes, and the body handles 
the mixture in such a way that it 
always comes out on the alkaline 
side. 


Advertisers of certain foods and 


drugs have sold the public on the 
term "acidosis." Most people are 
not aware that acidosis is a serious 
condition which develops in dia- 
betes after there is an accumula- 
tion of acids in the body or a de- 
crease 
in alkali. 
Promoters of 


alkaline products are rather vague 
about the disease "acidosis," but 
they intimate that in some way 
it is related to lowered resistance 
to infections (colds and influenza). 


There's no .evidence that eating 


citrus iruits (oranges, lemons, ana" 
grapefruit) 
will in any way 
in- 


crease the resistance to colds and 
infections. 
SYMPTOMS OF ACIDOSIS 


Acidosis is recognized 
by the 


characteristic odor of the breath 
shallow rapid respiration, and de- 
hydration. Treatment usually is in- 
jection of salt water by vein', which 
restores water and mineral ba- 
lance. 


I 
Mild forms of 
acidosis develop 


in the course of dieting for weight 
reduction. This is not a serious 
variety and docs not require any 
special treatment if a proper diet 
is being followed. Persons goin" 
without breakfast may suffer irom 
foul breath and 
mild headaches 
from the same cause. 


Acidosis 
also develops in in- 


flammation of the kidneys because 
ol failure to excrete certain acids 
which 
then accumulate in the 
tissues. Usually they are the in- 
organic type, and alkaline 
solu- 


tions arc used to combat the con- 
dition, but it has nothing to do

The body maintains a constant 


state of mild alkalinity. Concern 
over the possibility of the body's 
turning acid is groundless as this 
never happens until after death. 
The term "acidosis." as applied 
by physicians, refers to the fact 
Hint the body is less alkaline than 
usual nnd not thai it has turned 
acid. 


Many people are 
confused 
by 


what arc referred to as acid or 
alkaline foods 
nnd their relation 


to slomach acids. Stomach juice 
always contains hydrochloric acid 
to aid in the digestion of protein. 
If this acid is absent, it may be 
necessary to give some to mnke 
up for the deficiency. 


Fruit juices normally are acid, 


but 
they are changed over to 


alkaline when they reach the tis- 
sues. Other acid foods may have 
a similar fate. 
DIGESTION FORMS ASHES 


Alter digestion 
foods 
produce 


an 
ash which is either acid or 


alkaline. Contributions to the acid 
side of the body come from meat, 
eggs, and fish, while fruits and veg- 
etables arc alkaline producers. A 
well-balanced diet supplies foods 
which produce both acid and alka- 
line ashes, and the body handles 
the mixture in such a way that it 
always comes out on the alkaline 
side. 


Advertisers of certain foods and 


drugs have sold the public on the 
term "acidosis." Most people are 
not aware that acidosis is a serious 
condition which develops in dia- 
betes after there is an accumula- 
tion of acids in the body or a de- 
crease 
in alkali. 
Promoters of 


alkaline products are rather vague 
about the disease "acidosis," but 
they intimate that in some way 
it is related to lowered resistance 
to infections (colds and influenza). 


There's no .evidence that eating 


citrus iruits (oranges, lemons, ana" 
grapefruit) 
will in any way 
in- 


crease the resistance to colds and 
infections. 
SYMPTOMS OF ACIDOSIS 


Acidosis is recognized 
by the 


characteristic odor of the breath 
shallow rapid respiration, and de- 
hydration. Treatment usually is in- 
jection of salt water by vein', which 
restores water and mineral ba- 
lance. 


I 
Mild forms of 
acidosis develop 


in the course of dieting for weight 
reduction. This is not a serious 
variety and docs not require any 
special treatment if a proper diet 
is being followed. Persons goin" 
without breakfast may suffer irom 
foul breath and 
mild headaches 
from the same cause. 


Acidosis 
also develops in in- 


flammation of the kidneys because 
ol failure to excrete certain acids 
which 
then accumulate in the 
tissues. Usually they are the in- 
organic type, and alkaline 
solu- 


tions arc used to combat the con-

sues. Other acid foods may have 
a similar fate. 
DIGESTION FORMS ASHES 


After digestion 
foods 
produce 


an 
ash which is either acid or 


alkaline. Contributions to the acid 
side of the body come from meat, 
eggs, mid fish, while fruits and veg- 
etables are alkaline producers A 
well-balanced diet supplies foods 
which produce both acid and alka- 
line ashes, and the body handles 
the mixture In such a way that it 
always comes out on the alkaline 
side. 


Advertisers of certain foods and 


drugs have sold the public on the 
term "acidosis." Most people are 
not aware that acidosis is a serious 
condition which develops in dia- 
betes after there is an accumula- 
tion of acids in the body or a de- 
crease 
in alkali. 
Promoters of 


alkaline products are rather vague 
about the disease "acidosis," but 
they intimate that in some way 
it is related to lowered resistance 
tor inlet-lions (colds and influenza). 


There's no evidence that eating 


citrus fruits (oranges, lemons, ancr'

will in any way

The term "acidosis," as applied 
by physicians, refers to the fact 
that the body is less alkaline than 
usual and not. that it has turned 
acid.

Stomach juice 
always contains hydrochloric acid 
to aid in the digestion of protein.

Fruit juices normally are acid,

they are changed over to 


alkaline when they reach the tis- 
sues. Other acid foods may have 
a similar fate. 
DIGESTION FORMS ASHES 


After digestion 
foods 
produce 


an 
ash which is either acid or 


alkaline. Contributions to the acid 
side of the body come from meat, 
eggs, mid fish, while fruits and veg- 
etables are alkaline producers A 
well-balanced diet supplies foods 
which produce both acid and alka- 
line ashes, and the body handles 
the mixture In such a way that it 
always comes out on the alkaline 
side. 


Advertisers of certain foods and 


drugs have sold the public on the 
term "acidosis." Most people are 
not aware that acidosis is a serious 
condition which develops in dia- 
betes after there is an accumula- 
tion of acids in the body or a de- 
crease 
in alkali. 
Promoters of 


alkaline products are rather vague 
about the disease "acidosis," but 
they intimate that in some way 
it is related to lowered resistance 
tor inlet-lions (colds and influenza). 


There's no evidence that eating 


citrus fruits (oranges, lemons, ancr' 
grapeiruiti 
will in any way

cicasc the resistance to cold's and

(who frequently are war contrac- 
tors, judgments against whom will

merely could advise the employer 
ho should pay up; or if the em- 
ployer refused, the division then 
could — and does — point out to 
employes their rights under the 
Wage and Hour Law. 


Many employers have suspected 


that the Wage-Hour Division more 
or less encourages or solicits com- 
plaints from employes who 
feel 


they have not been paid fully for 
the hours put in. Mr. McComb in- 
sists thai this is nol true. AH oc- 
casional ^ spot-check, required 
by 
law!hc Bays-,- may turn up -cases 
of irregularity, bul 80 to 90 per 
cent .of the disputes in which . mc- 
dialion is asked arc brought to the 
division's atenlion through signed 
complaints 
of

suits under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act seeking room employers 
(who frequently are war contrac- 
tors, judgments against whom will 
be paid oul of lhe taxpayers' -poc- 
kets) millions of dollars in back 
pay are especially numerous

Wage and Hour Division for

clear statement of policy with re- 
spccl lo such liligution. 


In response, came an admission 


from W. R. McComb, deputy ad- 
ministrator of the division,

no way of enforcing ils findings 
on employers, Mr. McComb said

merely could advise the employer 
ho should pay up; or if the em- 
ployer refused, the division then 
could — and does — point out to 
employes their rights under the 
Wage and Hour Law. 


Many employers have suspected 


that the Wage-Hour Division more 
or less encourages or solicits com- 
plaints from employes who 
feel 


they have not been paid fully for 
the hours put in. Mr. McComb in- 
sists thai this is nol true. AH oc- 
casional ^ spot-check, required 
by 
law!hc Bays-,- may turn up -cases 
of irregularity, bul 80 to 90 per 
cent .of the disputes in which . mc- 
dialion is asked arc brought to the 
division's atenlion through signed 
complaints 
of 
dissatisfied 
em- 


ployes, he added.

look no slcps lo 
protect an em- 


ployer who might be the victim of 
"fealherbedding"

vote, your failure is a vote against the mortgage—not against 
yourself. For on property matters it is required that the issue 
poll a majority of the poll tax list.

But on the equally important question of a person's right 


to cat or drink or wear what he likes the protection given 
property rights has been withdrawn from the unpropertied 
individual. 


In a local option election only a bare majority of those 


actually going to the polls is required. 


When you stay away from the polls, therefore, you are 


m effect voting dry. 


It is an unjust and un-American law—but it admirably 


suits the character of prohibition itself. 


Prohibition is a law for the rich and comfortable to put 


the poor and friendless in jail. 


I never heard of a man with enough money to hire a 


lawyer going to jail for taking a drink. 


But the prohibition law has put in jail untold thousands- 


of the poor and ignorant and friendless. 


I see no morality in that which is unjust. 
Whatever the evils of alcohol—and they are many 


there must be some other solution than passing a law which 
allows the well-heeled man to do what he likes and yet 
escape, while the poor and friendless go to jail. 


I am my brother's keeper—not his jail-keeper. 
And if you are an honest American you will go to the 


polls next Tuesday, March 19, and vote for freedom and 
justice.
